The President To Urge 
5,000,000,000 More 
For Army And Navy 


WASHINGTON, ‘(W) — President

Roosevelt asks congress today for 
$5,000,000,000 more for the army 
and navy. 

These additional billions will be 
used to mechanize land forces, to 
start constructing more warships— 
and increase the military air forces 
to 25,000 planes. 

The message was awaited as the 
senate prepared to approve Mr. 
Roosevelt’s nomination of Republi- 
can Col. Frank Knox to be Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Democratic lead- 
ers believed Knox would receive a 
larger ‘vote of confidence” than 
the 56 to 28 one given Republican 
Henry L. Stimson, the President’ 
choice for Secretary of War, yes- 
terday.

Woodring Silent 


On Resignation 


“Meddling Advisers Of 
Administration” Lashed 
In Banquet Speech 


TOPEKA, Kas. (iP—Former Sec- 
jretary of War Harry H. Woodring’s 
| reference last night to ‘‘those pro- 
,vocative and meddling advisers of 
[the administration” may be his bit- 
j terest comment on his departure 
from the cabinet, because he has 
said that he will never make public 
his letter of resignation. 

“If reaction from my leaving the 
[war department as a known non- 
j interventionist has caused modifi- 
;cation of some policies and sober- 
ed some of those provocative and 
meddling advisers of the arminis- 
tration who would strip our own 
‘defenses, then I regret that I had 
only one set of guts to sacrifice on 
the altar of public service,’ he de- 
clared. 

Woodring spoke at a Chamber of 
Commerce welcoming banquet, his 
first public address since his resig- 
nation. 

“T always have been, am now and 
expect to remain a non-interven- 
\ tionist,” he said. “I am a strong ad- 
vocate of keeping this country out 
of European wars. 

“IT hold it is not necessary for 
America to provoke antagonisms 
with any peoples because their na- 
tion chooses one form of government 
over another,” he said, and added: 
“We naturally believe in, and are 
sympathetic to, the democracies of 
the world. 

“But as they wage war,” he said, 
“our aid should not be determined 
upon the issue of whether it be a 
defensive war to maintain their 
war-won empires or an offensive 
one to maintain an European bal- 
ance of power ... our aid should 
be generous and upon a strict basis 
of cash and carry, wheat, pork, arms 
and airplanes alike.”

close to 150 pounds, and almost 


Daryl. bursts into tears. He then looks at 


his thin, drawn wallet, whose nor- 
mal weight is around ten grand,— 
and DOES burst into tears. 

All in all, it is a pathetic situa- 
tion. If Mead feeds Armstrong, 
Armstrong can’t fight. And if Arm- 
strong can’t fight, Mead can’t feed 
himself. It is the most vicious circle 
since the second Dempsey-Tunney 
fight, — in which you will recall 
Dempsey was vicious and Tunney 
circled.

INABILITY TO STOP HIS CAR 


SACRAMENTO — Because 24,316: 
motorists could not stop their ve- 
hicles in time while traveling on 
| streets and roads of California dur- 
ing 1959, 64 per cent of the year’s 
; deaths and injuries resulted, Joe 
| Mattson, Director of Motor Vehicles 
announced today. Out of a total of 
28.242 traffic accidents reported to 
;the Department of Motor Vehicles 
during the year, it is now known 
; that 4990 or 13 per cent were di- 
rectly caused by ‘excessive speed,” 
as charged by traffic officers. In 
this group alone there were 573 fa- 
tal accidents which accounted for 
22 per cent of all the traffic deaths. 

In attempting to pass another ve- 
hele without taking adequate care, 
2525 other motorists found them- 
selves 
which they could not get extricated 
in time, and in acts of “cutting in” 
or attempting to drop behind the 
vehicle they were overtaking, they 
became involved in crashes. 

Chiefly because they were unable
